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Recent Court Decisions

One WI Institute Decision Key Changes:

+ In-person absentee voting (IPAV) can begin no
earlier than 14 days prior to election day or Oct. 20

No limit on the number of hours or sites where IPAV is offered
(locations must have been established by June 11)

Must end by Sunday prior to election day

By-appointment options can still be offered but only in the 14-day
window

~ Residency for Voter Registration is now 28 days
prior to election day

This deadline has passed for the November 3, 2020 General
Election

Voters who cannot meet this standard should vote from their

previous WI address and then register at their new address when
achieve residency after the election

One WI Institute Decision Key Changes (con't):

+ Fax and email ballots can only be sent to military
and temporary and permanent overseas voters

+ Expired student IDs may be used as photo ID if the
voter also provide proof of enroliment (class
schedule, fee receipt, etc.)

If a voter has an unexpired student ID that meets all of
the other requirements (photo, signature, issuance date,
expiration date no more than 2 years from issuance date)
they do not need to provide the proof of enroliment
document

Recent Court Decisions

ID Petition Process Ruling
What is the ID Petition Process (IDPP)?

It allows voters who does not have all the supporting documents
necessary (birth certificate, social security card) to obtain a free
ID for voting purposes to enter a process where the DMV will
verify that missing information. Participants receive a receipt
soon after they enter the process and will receive a state ID
card once their information is verified.

Court ordered requirements:

1. An informational sheet regarding the IDPP process must be
posted at each Wisconsin polling place on election day.

2. Provisional voters should also be provided with this informational
sheet along with the regular provisional voting information sheet.

Only two reasons to issue Presidential Only
ballots:

1) Former WI residents who do not meet
residency requirements in their new state

2) New WI residents who do not meet residency
requirements in WI (less than 28 days)

How to Issue:
» Follow steps in the Election Administration manual

Who cannot be issued a Presidential Only
ballot:

» Voters who move within Wl and do not meet
requirements at their new address (vote from previous
WI address)

» People who are only in Wl temporarily or are stopping
through on election day

Presidential Only Ballots
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Examples of Voters Not Eligible for a
Presidential-only Ballot

Residents of other states who are only here temporarily or are passing through (e.g.
over the road truckers passing through WI, people in the state temporarily for work):
They would have to vote in their home state.

Military voters: Military voters should be issued the full ballot with all contests included.

Permanent overseas voters: Permanent overseas voters receive the federal-only ballot
with only contests for federal office included (President and Representative to Congress
for 2020 General Election).

Temporary overseas voters: Temporary overseas voters are issued the full ballot with all
contestsincluded.

Voters who do not have proof of residence or voters who do not meet residency
requirements at a new address: These voters will have to find an acceptable proof of
residence document in order to get registered and receive a ballot. Voters who have
moved within the State but have not achieved residency at their new address are
allowed under state law to vote from their former address. These voters are not eligible
to be issued a Presidential-only ballot.

» Voters

> Voters may silently use cell phones

> Voters may take photos or videos of themselves if not disruptive

> Voters may not take photos/videos of others without their consent
> Chief inspectors may prohibit if disruptive

» Election Observers
> Observers may silently use cell phones, but not take or make voice
calls
> Observers may not take photos or videos of themselves or others
= Chief inspectors may prohibit if disruptive

» Media
> Permitted to use photography/videography if not used to record how
an elector has voted and not disruptive
ontact with voters should be limited
ould be held outside of the voting area

Cell Phones, Videos & Selfies
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Election Observers @(

» Any member of the public, other than a candidate,
can observe voting

» Designate observation areas 3 — 8 feet from the poll
book and voter registration tables; 6 feet will
maintain social distancing requirements

» Follow check in procedures: sign observer log,
present photo ID, wear a name badge, Rules-at-a-
Glance brochure

» Election observers are required to wear face
coverings while inside the polling place

» Have a plan for managing election observers.
Limiting or rotating observers may be necessary

Observers who cause a disturbance should be
nmoved

Election Observers



Challenging Voters @(

» Many challenges may be brought by any
qualified elector of Wisconsin (citizenship, age,
residency, etc.)

» Only election inspectors can challenge a voter
for failure to adhere to a voting requirement
(photo does not resemble voter, etc.)

» Follow procedure and document process as
outlined in the Election Day Manual.

» Challenges are recorded using the EL-104c.
The form outlines the questions used to
establish and administer a challenge.
